COURT UPSETS. '33 DEAD AFTER 


NLRB ONSHARING SECOND DAY OF 
VIOLENCE BLAME MOROCCO RIOTING 


Pickets for Miscon- 
duct of Other Strik- 


ers, Panel Rules. 


WASHINGTON, May 3 (AP) 


—The United States Court of 
Appeals held today that the Na- 
tional Labor Relations Board 
cannot penalize strikers who 
picket peacefully, for the mis- 
conduct of others. 


The unanimous decision writ- 
ten by Judge David L. Bazelon, 
struck down an NLRB ruling 
that peaceable pickets share re- 
sponsibility if they do not re- 
pudiate violence by others. 

The court quoted and agreed 
with an earlier finding by the 
board itself to the effect its 
authority to deny reinstatement 
extends only to strikers “who 
authorized or participated in 
the wrongful conduct and their 
aiders and abettors.” 


The labor board’s decision 


grew out of a strike incident to 
'the 1950 campaign of the AFL 


International Ladies’ Garment 
Workers Union, to organize 
women employes at the Pasca- 
goula (Miss.) plant of the B.V.D. 
Co. In connection with the cam- 
paign, 46 employes were dis- 
charged or denied reinstatement. 

The board found the com- 
pany committed unfair labor 
practices when it dismissed, and 
refused to reinstate, certain em- 
ployes for their union activities.

necessary for the continued 
economic health of the country, 
we should face facts and enact 
a general housing program for 
the use of all prespective home 
purchasers in tke country and 
not advocate the extension of a 
veterans’ program which* has 
served its purpose.”

It would allow down pay- 
ments from 2 per tent on FHA- 
backed loans less than $10,000 
to 15 per cent on loans from 
$24,000 to $30,000. A Teague 
aid said this compares with the 
present FHA requirements of 
5 per cent down on the first 
$9000 and 25 per cent on the | 
remainder up to a ceiling of 
$20,000. 

As an fillustration, the aid 
said, a $16,000 house would 
need at least a $2200 down pay-

The U.N. Buys Time 


Dag Hammarskjold has achieved a cease-fire 
agreement in the Middle East, but the circum- 
stances emphasize more than ever that he and 
the U.N. have only bought time in which to 
seek a real peace. 

Syria, Lebanon and Jordan have now joined 
Egypt and Israel in agreeing to stop shooting, 
the U.N. Secretary General reports to the Secu- 
rity Council. It is great news that should be 
welcomed in every capital. Yet, even assuming 
that this agreement is respected better than its 
predecessor, the last-minute hitch in the truce 
negotiations shows the urgent need for a gen- 
eral Arab-Israeli settlement. 

Just when the U.N. Secretary General ap- 
peared to have persuaded Syria and Jordan, 
as well as Egypt, to accept an unconditional 
cease-fire, Syria threw a monkey-wrench. A 
cease-fire must be made contingent, Syria de- 
manded, upon an agreement by Israel not to 
go ahead with its projected diversion of the 
Jordan river for the production of power. Both 
Syria and Jordan had previously warned that 
they would regard the resumption of work on 
this project as an aggressive act. 

It is as unreasonable for the Arabs to set such 
a condition on a cease-fire as it would be for 
Israel to set the condition that Egypt end its 
Suez canal blockade against Israel. Most ex- 
perience shows that the only way to arrange a 
cease-fire is without any conditions at all 
Otherwise one demand leads to another until 
the cease-fire objective is lost in a wrangle over 
a subStantive settlement. 

Though Israel thus has a right to object to 
tving up the Jordan river project with the 
cease-fire, she would be wise to abstain volun- 
tarily from resuming work on the project. For 
Israel is under a United Nations Security Coun- 
cil injunction to hold up the project temporarily, 
and she cannot expect others to obey the U.N. 
unless she does also. 

But the U.N. also has an obligation. That is 
to buckle down to a serious effort for a basic 
settlement. Israel is being asked to show almost 
superhuman restraint when the Arabs block any 
agreement for joint development of the Jordan's 
water resources, and then the U.N. blocks 
Israel’s effort to develop a portion of those re- 
sources within its own boundaries. It is two 
and a half years since the Security Council 
urged the canal work be stopped. Israel cannot 
accept economic strangulation forever. 

A strong United Nations initiative, backed by 
both the Soviet bloc and the West, is clearly 
needed to bring about a fair territorial settle- 
ment, fair solutions of the refugee and Jordan 
river problems, arid a definitive peace. 

The U.N. cannot afford to delay much longer.

In the third of a century that has passed, 
Correspondent Carroll has seen a lot of a lot of 
Governors—Caulfield, Park and Stark, the two 
Forrests, Donnell and Smith, and the only two- 
term executive, Phil M. Donnelly. That means a 
lot of legislative sessions, too—some 16 regular 
sessions and a raft of special sessions to meet 
emergencies, to say nothing of literally countless 
state political conventions, primaries and elec- 
tions. And if there have been some dull mo- 
ments, the record shows plenty that were any- 
thing but dull for the span includes the rise and 
fall of Boss Pendergast, the heyday of the utility 
lobbyists, as well as their comeuppance, the in- 
surance scandal and scores of other news breaks. 

Boyd Carroll has covered it all and in this 
instance “covered” takes on additional meaning 
since few reporters have ever been more thor- 
ough in marshalling their facts. So we are 
glad that the University of Missouri is honoring 
Mr. Carroll at Journalism Week this year—glad 
because it recognizes him personally and glad 
because it emphasizes the importance of the 
careful, persistent reporting of state affairs. 

Our guess is that Boyd Carroll will take his 
award in stride, without batting an eye, just as 
he has taken the parade of political big wheels 
who have come and gone while he stayed on the 
job of digging out the news in Jefferson City. 
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A Watch-Dog Grand Jury 

Other courts and other grand juries across 
the nation should note the importance of the 
instructions given to the grand jury here by 
Chief United States District Judge George H. 
Moore. 

Judge Moore has asked the new jury to con- 
duct a continuing investigation of compliance 
with the election laws in this campaign year 
He has asked the jurors to keep an eye on what 
men and money might do to influence the vote. 

The charge covers a lot of territory. “Find 
out,” he said, “what has been done by indus- 
trialists, munitions makers, labor unions and 
lobbyists in Washington in an attempt to influ- 
ence elections in our state.” 

Political, social or economic position will be 
no bar to inquiry. Too often, Judge Moore as- 
serted, only the “lowly ballot stuffers” are 
prosecuted while those “who give the orders 
and who provide the illicit funds. . . . escape 
and go scot free.” 

Judge Moore’s words are based on long ex- 
perience with politics and elections, and they 
echo history which should serve as a warning 
for 1956. It is, of course, too early to predict 
what the grand jury may discover about illegal 
election influences in this year. The campaign 
is just getting under way. 

But the grand jury has begun work. It will 
remain at work in the tight anxious months 
when the candidates are chosen and the rooms 
are’ filled with smoke and the self-seekers 
attempt to buy either men or favors in contra- 
diction to the will of the electorate. 

In short, this grand jury will serve as a kind 
of watch-dog committee on elections and police 
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for the voters. Whatever the jury may or may 
not find in the way of election frauds, those 
who would distort the democratic process are 
warned to think twice.

If the ward politicians of both parties are able 
to elect their own slate of freeholders they can 
undermine the civil service system in city em- 
ployment and expand the patronage lists.

George L, Stemmler, an attorney, was co- 
counsel.to the last freeholder board and, like 
Mrs. Sommer, enjoys a thorough understanding 
of the ground covered by that group. A former 
City Counsellor in the Kaufmann administra- 
tion, he also has been close to the practice as 
well as the theory of city government in St. 
Louis. He is a former president of the Bar Asso- 
ciation of St. Louis. 

William A. Webb, executive secretary of the 
AFL Central Trades & Labor Union, is another 
candidate with more than a passing knowledge of 
the last freeholder board. As executive secre- 
tary of AFL Firefighters’ Local 73 he made fre- 
quent appearances before the old board. He is 
one of the more responsible leaders of organized 
labor in St. Louis, and is serving the city as a 
member of the Council on Human Relations and 
the Bond Issue Supervisory Committee. 

Frank L. G. Weiss, a North St. Louis business 
man, brings the point of view of the small mer- 
chant to the Citizens’-Tucker ticket.

His Demo- 
cratic colleagues saw to it that he was restored 
to his old committees and they were two of the 
most important .in the Senate—Foreign Rela- 
tions and Finance.

They will be filled 
by moving other Senators up as Anderson of 
New Mexico and Neely of West Virginia took 
the Kilgore vacancies on Appropriations and 
Judiciary and Symington of Missouri moved 
into the Anderson seat on Agricultare. 

Alben Barkley was a wholesome, steadying 
influence in any congressional committee and 
this was particularly true on Foreign Relations.

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About-face by Secretary Wilson 

Two admissions brought out in rapid succes- 
sion at the Senate air power inquiry reveal that 
there was indeed ample cause for conducting 
the investigation. 

Secretary of Defense Wilson has reversed his 
stubborn position that all was well and now con- 
cedes that Soviet Russia is outproducing the 
United States in intercontinental jet bombers. 
Gen. Curtis E. LeMay, Strategic Air Commander, 
discloses that our big bomber production pro- 
gram has been lagging badly and that “based 
on present programs” the relative strength of 
his big bomber command is expected to drop. 

Yet it was only last July that Secretary Wil- 
son, answering criticism of his defense pro- 
gram, told a press conference, “Obviously I think 
the program is about right or I'd be advocating 
a different one.” It was about this time that 
criticism of his guided missile program began to 
grow. This led to the resignation of one of 
his Air Force assistant secretaries, Trevor Gard- 
ner, who felt proper research and development 
was not being carried out, and the appointment 
of a guided and ballistic missile expediter. 

Now Secretary Wilson admits Soviet bomber 
production is, although “not very high,” forging 
ahead of that of the United States. His cances- 
sion is followed by some highly important de- 
tails added hy Gen. LeMay. Only two of 17 
B-52s produced in the last three months have 
been accepted by the Air Force. The reason: 
“a component failure’ for which a solution be- 
latedly has been found. And only 41 of 57 of 
these successors to the B-36 were accepted be- 
fore last January. 

Thus Senators Jackson of Washington and 
Symington of Missouri, who played a major part 
in bringing about the air inquiry, appear to have 
been on solid ground when they led the wave of 
criticism. that is currently washing over the 
Defense Department. The inquiry should go 
on until the American people are fully apprised 
of the status of our air power.

Circuit Judge J. Casey Walsh has overruled a 
defense motion seeking to dismiss the indict- 
ments charging Police Capt. William Greenspan 
with accepting bribes from brothel operators, 
but the case has been continued again. :

The time has come to pitch the thugs 
and racketeers out of the labor move- 
ment. They have no right to be among 
us, anywhere in the country. They soil 
our good name. Throw them out! 


Many years ago, the AFL and CIO 
did a thorough housecleaning job on 
the Communists and fellow-travelers in 
our ranks. Our leaders and rank-and- 
tilers had the courage to fight a pitched 
battle with the Commies, and to sweep 
them out of the house of labor. 

But there are still a few vermin—a 
handful of racketeers and thugs—hid- 
ing in the basement of our house 


Recently the nation was shocked to 
read about the brutal acid-throwing at- 
tack on labor columnist Victor Riesel, 
who was investigating corruption in a 
New York union. A day or two earlier, 
a national magazine told the sordid 
story of racketeering in other so-called 
unions in New York and the Midwest. 

The result: all of organized labor got 
a black eye. 

Union members are ashamed to have 
such acts attributed to anyone con* 
nected with organized labor. Doubts 
are raised in the minds of the general 
public about the integrity of uniagns. 
And the professional union-haters glee- 
fully scoop up another handful of arh- 
munition to use in their never-ending 
campaign to discredit organized labor. 

Who has the responsibility for clean- 
ing out these foul-smelling little nests 
of corruption? The responsibility be- 
longs to the international unions and 


to the national leaders of the AFL-CIO. 

If one local union is corrupt, other 
local unions in the same city and state 
are virtually powerless to clean up the 
mess—no matter how they may suffer 
from guilt-by-association.. State federa- 
tions of labor and central labor councils 
have no police power over the local 
unions affiliated with them. 


But international unions have the 
power—and the duty—to clean out cor- 
ruption wherever they may find it 
among their locals. They have the 


power to suspend a local union's offi- 
cers, to insist on election of new offi- 
cers, to place a local union in “receiv- 
ership” or to revoke its charter. 

(Just last month, the Retail Clerks 
International Union suspended officers 
of a New York local who had been ac- 
cused of extortion. Of course, this 
swift and decisive action got almost no 
attention in the nation’s press, while 
the attack on Victor Riesel made head- 
lines across the country.) 

The AFL and CIO have proved 
that they can act decisively against 
racketeer-infested unions, just as they 
cleaned out the Communists years ago. 
The AFL expelled the racket-ridden 
east coast International Longshore- 
men’s Association in 1953. The AFL- 
CIO has a strong and clear-cut code of 
ethics in its constitution. 


We urge the national leaders of labor, 
in the name of all clean and democratic 
unions, to act swiftly to remove a few 
rotten apples from our barrel.

Calm Amidst the Unrest 


REMEMBER THE HOUSE, by Santhea Rama Rau. 

(Harper, 241 pgs., 3P 

_ This is a novel of India at the pre- 
cise time that that country was gaining 
its independence from Great Britain. 
It is not a story of the unrest and 
uncertainty of that momentous time, 
but rather a personal one of a group 
of upper class Indian people and their 
adjustment to the changes. It is writ- 
ten in the first person and deals with 
the family and friends.of the young 
Indian girl telling it, and presumably 
with the author. 

Miss Rama Rau is a young Indian 
woman who was educated in England 
and the United States, and now lives 
i4 New York with her American hus- 
band and son. She 
has written three 
other books about 
India, all in her 
personal experi- 
ence, but this is 
her first novel. In 
effect it is not un- 
like her _ specifi- 
cally expository 
books and the style 
is just as lucid. It 
is more an exposi- 
tory novel than one 
of character delin- 
eation and devel- 
opment, or  dra- 
matic incident and 
impact. There are only three or four 
definitely dramatic situations and they 
are handled with the rather calm de- 
tachment that js often characteristic of 
Indian writing, and is especially true ' 
of Miss Rama Rau’s. 

She develops more than usual detail 
in describing thé various facets of life 
in India, and several of the accounts 
are quite fascinating—specifically, the 
wedding of the heroine’s best friend, 
the live burial of a Yogi, a north coun- 
try native celebration, and the death 
and funeral of her father. The adjust- 
ment of Americans in India to the 
country and the Indians sets a strong 
thematic current in the early part of 
the book; then, the life and relation- 
ship of the leading Indian characters 
themselves make up the rest, with the 
Americans, oddly forgotten, in effect. 


It moves with the calm pace and 
unexcited attitude often associated with 
Indian life, and the finale is an artistic, 
if unstated, example of the traditional 
signed adjustment to that life.

The storage operator then 
maintains, by twice-a-day analy- 
sis of atmospheric content of 
the room, the exact balance of 
oxygen and carbon dioxide nec- 
essary to reduce “respiration 
rate” to a bare minimum, and 
in a sense put the apples to 
sleep and arrest ripening proc- 
ess so that they reach you in 
prime condition.

Eden “‘seems to have succeed- 
ed ...in making the point that 
people should not be impris- 
oned because of the opinions 
they held,” the Guardian said. 

No Denial by Eden. 

Eden himself did not deny 
the report when he was ques- 
tioned about it in Parliment. 
He said that “if one wants to 
get results,” the matter should 
be kept confidential. 

Eden’s own spokesman and 
the Foreign Office refused to 
comment on the report 


‘The Guardian backed up its -

The three are 
scheduled to go on trial in St. 
Louis Monday. 

The request for the delay was 
turned over to Justice Warren 
by their attorneys. He could

LEAF ROW FLARES 


Charge That Binder Con- 
tains Glass Fiber 
Draws Denial. 


— 


WASHINGTON, May 3 (AP) 
—Manufacturers of cigarettes 
and cigars went before a con- 
gressional committee today for 
questioning about use of “ho- 
mogenized” leaf tobacco in their 


products. 

A controversy already has de- 
veloped over the reported use 
of glass substances in cigar 
binders made of “synthetic to- 
bacco leat.” 

Julius Strauss, president of 
General Cigar Co., denied em- 
phatically yesterday that such 
materials are used in artificial 
binders on any of his company’s 
cigars. 

But after Strauss and other 
General Cigar officials left the 
committee room to return to 
New York, a research scientist 
testified he found glass sub- 
stances in two brands of the 
companys cigars. 

Dr. W. E. Colwell, tobacco re- 
search director at North Caro- 
lina State College, said “rods of 
uniform diameter which were 
suggestive of glass fiber” were 
found in Robert Burns ciga- 
rillos and William Penn cigars. 

Strauss earlier had said that 
the manufactured leaf binder 
which his company calls “H.L. 
T. or homogenized leaf tobacco” 
was used in the cigarillos and 
William Penn cigars. 

He said sales of those prod- 
ucts have climbed sharply since 
introduction of the artificial leaf 
binders with better burning 
qualities and the company plans 
to convert to “H.L.T.” binders 
for all its products, In addition 
to the cigarillos and William 
Penn cigars, General Cigar also 
markets White Owl, Van Dyke 
and Robert Burns cigars. 

There has been no testimony 
that the manufactured leaf is | 
used in any cigarettes, but 
strong implications have been 
given that some type of “syn- 
thetic leaf” is in use in some 
brands. 

Spokesmen for cigarette to- 
bacco growers — flue-cured and 
burley—told of sharply shifting 
market trends with heavy de- 
mands for lower grade tobacco 
such as is used in making the 
“homogenized” leaf. The better 
grades of tobacco once prefer- 
able for cigarettes, they said, 
are going begging at the auc- 
tion markets. 

They attributed some of the 
shift to increased use of filter 
tip cigarettes for which a 
stronger—lower grade tobacco 
—is used.

“In all of my many years as 
a newspaper man,” McManus 
said, “I have never known of 
such a flagrant, brazen, out- 
right attempt to dictate to a 
newspaper what it must publish 
in its columns.” 

The Shubert interests, which 
own extensive theatrical outlets 
in other areas, control all of 
Boston’s seven legitimate thea- 
ters. A federal court has di- 
rected that the Shubert inter- 
ests dispose of two of the the- 
_aters, 
| McManus quoted Kavanagh as

It's One of the Hardest Things to Find—Some Helpful Suggestions

EXT to a good nickel cigar, 
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with the white 


with the yolk soft. At five min- 
utes the whole egg is stiff. 

When you're boiling eggs this 
way it’s a good idea to have 
them out of the refrigerator 
long enough to warm up a lit- 
tle, or they may crack wide 
open when they hit the hot 
water. 

A better way to boil eggs, if 
you have the time, is to start

with cold water. Put the eggs 
in enough cold water to cover 
them and then let the water 
come to a boil over a moderate 
fire. Watch it carefully and 
start timing the moment the 
water comes to a rolling boil. 

BUT—you don’t use the same 
timetable. Take two minutes 
off. For instance, if you like 
four-minute eggs by the other 
method, you will cook them 
only two minutes this way. 
Don’t ask me why, but the fact 
remains that eggs boiled this 
way are tenderer and have a 
better flavor. 

But for the best flavor and 


the tenderest of all, the third 
method,-usually knowg as “cod- 
dling” is the best. It takes time, 
however. Bring enough water 
to a boil to cover the eggs. 
When it reaches a galloping 
boil, put in the eggs and turn 
off the fire. Cover the pan and 
let them stand for eight min- 
utes. 


Poached eggs are something 
else again. It takes great skill 
and years of practice to be able 
to properly poach an egg, and 
even then it’s a hazardous pro- 
ceeding considered by many 
hardly worth the trouble. 

To begin with, the average 


egg seems to resist poaching. 
You drop it tn the water and it 
swirls around a couple of times, 
the white seems to dissolve into 
nothing, and you wind up with 
the yolk cooking gaily away 
with a nimbus of about a quar- 
ter of an inch of white sur- 
rounding it. 


But there are tricks by which 
you can outwit the egg. One 
thing to remember is that rapid- 
ly boiling water agitates the egg, 
which is what disseminates the 
whites. Also the white of an 
egg seems to dissolve in luke- 
warm water, so the water has 
to be hot enough to make it 
coagulate immediately. 


So the trick is to get the 
water to a galloping boil, turn 
off the heat, slide the egg im- 
mediately, let it stand off the 
fire for a half minute or so, 
and then put it back on the 
fire over a low flame. Don't 
let it boil again. After about 
three minutes, you should have 
a poached egg. 

For added insurance, put a 
half teaspoon of vinegar in the 
water before you boil it. This 
speeds up coagulation, but 
doesn’t affect the taste of the 
egg. 
And drain them well before 
you put them on toast. Ring 
Lardner once said of someone 
that he reminded him of the 
toast under a poached egg: Use- 
less and all wet.

But I hope to have 
Hardy’s good fortune: al- 
a though he stood up in full 
DR. STEINCROHN view, no arrow of reader- 
discontent ever found a vital spot: he lived to be 88 years 
old, 
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ANY NUMBER of subjects will especially irk readers. 
For example, if I write that I do not advise EVERYBODY 
to stop smoking (even though I have emphasized that many 
should stop) I am sure to get protesting letters against this 
“bad medical advice.” Some persons have said that I’m 
instrumental in spreading cancer of the lung by such dan- 
gerous suggestions.

BUT THESE WELL-MEANT RECRIMINATIONS are 
as nothing compared to what I have bevs hearing for years 
in answer to my convictions against exercise. From all over 
this globe I have been getting shot at by the arrows of 
exercise-zealots. 

I have been writing for years that over-exercise can kill 
you. And I write about it again today because I have just 
heard that one of my doctor friends (who should have known 
better) was recently earried off the tennis courts with a 
“coronary.” When he recovers, I shall have another con- 
vert. (I can't talk people into being pn my side; it seems 
they need to be in a near-tragedy first.) 
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UNTIL NOW, my friend the doctor has disagreed that 
exercise will hurt the normal heart. I will suggest that he 
continue with that disbelief. What needs emphasizing again, 
however, is this: when you go out on a tennis court or en- 
gage in 36 holes of golf on a weekend, are you sure that 
you have a NORMAL HEART? 


I found: some interesting statistics written by Dr. Louis 
H. Dublin in his book, “The Facts of Life”: “It is a com- 
mon but erroneous belief that strenuous physical activity 
can damage the heart. The healthy heart can stand almost 
any physical exertion without being impaired. However, 
over-exertion can prove fatal to the person with the dis- 
eased heart.” 

Therefore, the problem boils down to one of “early rec- 
ognition.” Do you—or don’t you—have a normal heart? 
If you do, you may exercise moderately. If you don't you 
may kill yourself. 
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Exercise Advice for the Housewife 


Rosemarie Archangel of Fontbonne Tells How to Keep in Shape While Doing Daily Chores

OUSEWIVES should stop 
Heninking of their home 

chores as a bore and think 
of them, instead, as an easy 
and inexpensive way of keeping 
in trim. The stooping, bending, 
reaching movements involved in 
the average homemaker's daily 
routine, if done properly, can 
be as beneficial as salon super- 
vised setting-ups. 

“Many women don’t realize 
they're getting anything out of 
household exercises,” says Rose- 
marie Archangel, director of the 
physical education department 
at Fontbonne College, “but if 
you just ate and did nothing 
you'd soon be as big as a blimp. 
The ordinary household tasks 
eo retain your weight where 
a 

Miss Archangel, whose duty 
it is to work with young and, 
for the most part slim, college 
girls who may some day be 
housewives, doesn’t maintain 
that keeping house will make 
you look like a slender young- 
ster. Nor does she hold with 
the theory that 10 minutes of 
salon-type exercises a day will 
“do wonders for you.” 

“You can't lose weight by 
exercise alone,” she says. “You 
know that old bumping exercise 
which went on the theory that 
you can break down the fat. 
Well, that’s not true. Fat is a 
chemical compound; it can’t be 
broken down physically .It has 
to be broken down in the same 
way it’s built up, by using it. 

“The ideal way to lose weight 
is through diet—and exercise.” 

However, she adds, household 
exercises while making no claims 
to pare you down, will keep you 
fit and, if done properly, should 
not tire you. 

“Good body mechanics are 
important in the use of the body 
in the home,” she stresses. “in 
order to have enough energy to 
do your household tasks with- 
out great fatigue and have 
enough left over to entertain 
or go bowling with your hus- 
band.” 

One of the first things neces- 
sary to daily exercise is a period 
of warmup, of three to five min- 
utes every morning, she says. 
These should be gentle, stretch- 
ing motions—bending over at 
the waist and just hanging, for 
instance, is a good one. 

“Most people think if they 
bend over at the waist they 
have to do something,” Miss 
Archangel says. “Touch their 
toes, or it’s useless. But just 
hanging from the middle can 
Stretch the back and leg 
muscles which is important for 
women who wear high heels. 
The warm-up prepares. the 
muscles for activity. It’s like a 
car; you have to start out slow- 
ly or the engine will die.” 

Once she’s started her day, 
the average little woman around 
home should remember that 
good posture is the best insur- 
ance against fatigue. This 
doesn’t mean an exaggerated 
chin out, ramrod spine type of 
posture but a general conscious- 
ness of straight, head-reaching- 
toward-the-ceiling posture. 
Good posture involves not only 
standing but sitting, walking, 
running, even sleeping. Prob- 
ably the worst posture fault 
most people have is lying on the 
back and piling on blankets so 
that their toes are pointed down 
all night. A half face, half side 
posture is much better. If you 
sleep on your back, a pillow 
under your knees is helpful: 
if you sleep on your face, one 
under your stomach. 

As for sitting, Miss Archangel 
deplores the habit of using your 
hands to push you up or help 
you down. Just sit, she urges. 

Around the house, there’s a 
right and a wrong way to do 
practically everything, and how 
you do your work will deter- 
mine how you feel at the end 
of the day. 

“Carrying is the thing most 
women do,” Miss Archangel 
says. “Carrying furniture, car-

rying clothes to the washing 
machine, to the cleaners. The 
ideal method woulld be to car- 
ry everything on your head, 
as the African natives do, but 
since this probably would cause 
comment in your neighborhood, 
the next best thing is to shift 
the weight of whatever you're 
carrying.

Archangel definitely does not 
approve the back-and-forth 
push-ing methods shown,on TV 
commercials. 

“Watch the clean-up women 
in office buildings,”’ she says. 
“They use a wide sweep at the 
business end of the mop, some- 
thing like a figure eight. They 
cover a wide area without too 
much movement at the handle 
end of the mop.” 

In operating a vacuum clean- 
er, too, avoid push-pull opera- 
tion and try to swing into the 
movements.

Notes on Exterior Materials. 


AN across a sad casé the 

other day of a chap who a 

couple of years ago made 
some real nice looking out- 
door furniture out of plywood. 
His trouble, and it’s a big one, 
is that now the plywood is com- 
ing apart. He didn’t know when 
he built the furniture that 
there is an interior grade of 
plywood and an exterior grade 
and when something is going to 
be exposed to the weather, it 
should be made of the exterior 
grade plywood. 

Today we use a lot of mate- 
rials other than wood for vari- 
ous projects that. are exposed 
to the weather and so it’s im- 
portant to be sure to select a 
material that will hold up to 
the elements. 

When you want to use ply- 
wood, you should, of course, 
use the exterior grade stuff.

wood or masonry. 

Asbestos board stands up well 
against the weather and so does 
hardboard. Both, of course, 
can be painted. There are 
some grades and types of ex- 
terior insulating board or 
sheathing that will stand the 
weather and which can _ be 
painted and there are others 
that should not be exposed for 
too long to rain and which can't 
be painted. Be sure you use 
the one best suited to your 
needs. 

You also need special hard- 
ware and fasteners for work 
that is exposed to the weather. 
Ordinary steel nails are fine 
for interior work but they do 
rust and so if the heads are 
exposed it's best to use non- 
corrosive nails such as alum- 
inum ones. Screw and hard- 
ware should be of brass rather 
than steel for the same reason. 
If you are putting something 
together with a glue or adhe- 
sive, be use that it’s the water 
proof type. —~

HERE’S a new place for

art to the family dinner table. 
a china manufacturer has col- 
lected original paintings exe- 
cuted by famed artists, from 
which hand-painted and deco- 
rated china was created.
